Small station, big heart 


Feeding Hills radio station mixes 
music with hope and encouragement

One of the best kept 
secrets in Agawam is a 
locally-owned and oper¬ 
ated radio station that has 
been broadcasting from 
a church basement for 
nearly a decade. 

WLCQ-FM - also 
known as “the Q” 99.7 
— signed on the air in 
November 2006, after 


nearly seven years of pa¬ 
perwork and delays. The 
nonprofit radio station is 
small — its single broad¬ 
cast studio in a Feeding 
Hills church is the size of 
a walk-in closet — but its 
signal is strong enough to 
be heard throughout the 
Springfield area. In addi¬ 
tion to Agawam, it reach¬ 
es listeners in Springfield, 
Westfield, Holyoke, and

Boldyga files comprehensive public safety package 


BOSTON — State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, 
R-Southwick, filed a comprehensive package 
of bills on Jan. 16 that aim to improve public 
safety by strengthening penalties for certain 
crimes, clarifies several statues, and ad¬ 
dresses concerns about the safety of school 
children and public employees. 

“Our current laws need to be updated to 
strengthen our stance regarding public safety 
concerns and the safety of our children and 
communities,” Boldyga said. 

Some of the bills that Boldyga introduced 
to the Legislature are: 

• ‘An Act Relative to the Unlawful Pass¬ 
ing of a School Bus” (HD2791): This act will 
strengthen the current laws regarding pass¬ 
ing a school bus with its stop sign extended 
and its lights flashing. Statistics have shown 
that an alarming number of people do not 


stop when a school bus has its 
light and sign extended and it has 
put school children at risk. 

• ‘An Act Relative to Child Wel¬ 
fare” (HD2750): A person who has 
the care of a child, who permits 
someone to abuse the child, will 
now be charged with a felony as 
is already the law in the statue 
regarding permitting abuse of el¬ 
derly and disabled persons 

• ‘An Act Relative to the Safety 
of Public Employees” (HD2805) and ‘An Act 
Relative to the Safety of Emergency Medi¬ 
cal Technicians and Health Care Providers” 
(HD2764): These bills address the penalties 
for assaulting a public employee, EMT, or 
health care provider while in the process of 
fulfilling their duties. It also adds a provision 


that will add assault and battery 
with a bodily substance, which 
was currently in the law for cor¬ 
rections officers. 

Other bills that Boldyga in¬ 
troduced regard impersonating 
a police officer or town officials, 
loitering on school grounds, and 
increasing punishments for des¬ 
ecrating the flag of the common¬ 
wealth and flag of the United 
States. 

The filing deadline for bills to be intro¬ 
duced for the first session of the 189th Gen¬ 
eral Court was Jan. 16. Legislators have until 
Jan. 31 to get co-sponsors for their legisla¬ 
tion. Boldyga serves as the ranking member 
of the Public Safety and Homeland Security 
Committee.

Partners set to open temporary location

The search for a temporary home is 
over. 

Partners Restaurant will reopen in 
April at the former site of The Cup in West 
Springfield. 

Partners co-owner Sue Tansey con¬ 
firmed this weekend the restaurant will 
be re-opening and says it will be known 
as “Partners Restaurant at the Cup” or will 
take on the name, “The Cup.” 

One thing will remain the same, and 
that’s the same Partners staff that people 
have been used to for 30 years. 

The Tanseys have been searching for a 
temporary location for several months af¬ 
ter a basement electrical fire caused mas¬ 
sive damage to their primary location at 
458 Springfield St. in Agawam. Because 
of the extensive damage from the fire, the 
landlord of the building has decided to 
tear it down and rebuild it using the origi¬ 
nal foundation. 

The Tanseys have said they plan to 
reopen in Agawam when the construc¬ 


tion is completed, probably later this year. 
In the meantime, the Tanseys have signed 
a six-month lease to use The Cup build¬ 
ing, which is located at 240 Westfield St. 
(Route 20). The location was formally a 
breakfast eatery until it closed in 2010. 

Tansey and her husband, Mark, have 
run Partners along with a catering busi¬ 
ness for many years. Because of their great 
success in running both ventures. Sue 
Tansey says there is a chance they will 
decided to run both locations if the West 
Springfield one proves to be successful. 

“It’s definitely a possibility for us,” she 
said. “We have to see how it goes.” 

Tansey says there is some work that 
needs to be done before opening at The 
Cup sometime in April. An official open¬ 
ing date has not been decided. 

The restaurant does not have any fur¬ 
nishings. It will needed tables, chairs, and 
some kitchen equipment. 

When the restaurant opens, the Tan¬ 
seys are hopeful their loyal customer base, 
which has been waiting for them to find 
a temporary location, will follow them to 
West Springfield. 


Tansey said when she and her husband 
started the search for a temporary loca¬ 
tion, she had been receiving numerous 
calls at the catering phone number from 
customers asking or wondering if and 
when the business will re-open. 

“Partners has been a place where some 
people come to just to socialize,” said Sue 
Tansey. “We really appreciate the support 
of our customers during this time.” 

On Sept. 5, the fire that took out the 
business started late at night. It started in 
the cellar and spread throughout the of¬ 
fice and catering areas. Investigators ruled 
the cause of the fire as electrical. Fire Chief 
Alan Sirois said the wiring in the building 
was very old. 

For the remainder of September and 
October, the Tanseys utilized Six Flags 
New England’s catering kitchen to con¬ 
tinue operating their catering business. 
The generosity of Six Flags allowed them 
to meet all of their catering obligations. 
After Six Flags closed for the season, they 
then rented a kitchen and have been using 
it since.

OUR VIEW 

Prepping for 
the next storm 
starts today 

I f you’re reading these words now, they must have 
cleared the roads and dug out the post offices and 
mailboxes. We’ve survived another New England 
“weather event.” 

Back on the other side of the blizzard — as the 
Agawam Advertiser News went to press with an early 
deadline to make sure we could be printed before the 
state of emergency hit — all that snow was all we were 
talking about, early this week. School was canceled 
and non-essential travel was banned. We mobbed the 
supermarkets and then hunkered down, seemingly ex¬ 
pecting the end of civilization. 

This happens every year, sometimes more than 
once. It’s frenzy and anxiety for two days, an enforced 
vacation for one day — unless you drive a plow truck 
or work in public safety — and then life’s back to nor¬ 
mal, and we swear we’ll be better prepared next time. 

And we’re not. Next winter — or later this winter 
— there will be another blizzard, or ice storm, or cold 
snap, and we’ll be taken by “surprise” again. 

Don’t let it happen. While you’re digging yourself 
out from this week’s storm, resolve to prepare now 
to weather the next one. Take a minute to visit www. 
mass.gov/mema and read some of the tips on winter 
preparedness from the Massachusetts Emergency 
Management Agency. 

• Stock an emergency kit with enough supplies to 
last three to five days. This should include a first aid 
kit, essential prescription medicines, non-perishable 
foods—if the power goes out, the refrigerator won’t 
work—a manual can opener, one gallon per day, per 
person, of water, flashlights, a portable radio or weath¬ 
er radio, any baby or pet-care items you may need, 
extra blankets, sleeping bags and a fire extinguisher. 

• Make sure you have enough batteries in your 
house. 

• Check your homeowner’s insurance policy (or 
renter’s insurance policy) to make sure you have ade¬ 
quate coverage — including coverage for your person¬ 
al belongings if they are damaged by cold, exposure or 
water from a pipe burst. 

• Trim dead tree branches and limbs close to your 
home. Ice, snow and wind can snap limbs and take 
down power lines or damage your house. 

• Ensure that all smoke and carbon monoxide de¬ 
tectors are working properly. 

• Wrap your water pipes in insulation to keep them 
from freezing. In a pinch, you can wrap them in news¬ 
papers covered in plastic to keep out the moisture. 

• Make sure you know how to safely shut off gas, 
electric power and water valves in your home. 

• If you have life-support devices that depend on 
electricity, contact the electric company about your 
power needs. They may be able to put you on a “prior¬ 
ity reconnection service” list if you depend upon elec¬ 
tricity for dialysis, breathing machines, or the like. Also 
make sure the Fire Department knows you are depen¬ 
dent on a device. 

• Develop a backup plan for personal assistance 
services, hospice or any other form of in-home assis¬ 
tance. 

• Get to know your neighbors. When the roads are 
snowed in, the ill and the elderly may not be able to get 
assistance from their usual friends and relatives. Your 
help could make the difference for them — and their 
help could make the difference for you. 

It’s quite a list, and it may take a few days or weeks 
to dig through it all. But get started now, while the 
stores aren’t mobbed and the streets aren’t blocked. 
You’ll thank yourself later.

JAY SPEAKS 

A memorial for Elsa, dog and friend 


Editors note: In his Dec. 18 and Jan. 1 col¬ 
umns, Jay Berger began the story of Elsa, the 
dog that he and his children bought 
for his wife Kitty. Here is the conclu¬ 
sion of Elsas story. 

T he abuse that Elsa took at 
the hands of the burglars 
seemed to mark the begin¬ 
ning of a spiral of poor health. She 
continued to rip the covers off 
tennis balls, but didn’t play with 
them as much. 

If I would venture out to play 
“catch and return” with her, there 
was no spark in her run. She 
would saunter after the ball, return and drop 
it at my feet and then go off and lie under 
her favorite lilac bush. If I threw the ball onto 
the roof, Elsa would let the ball bounce a few 
times before going after it. 

Her appetite was down. We always 
bought her favorite dry dog food, but now 
she hardly touched it. Kitty began mixing 
our table food in with the dry dog food and 
this stimulated her desire to eat. 

Elsa lost her ability to jump up on the bed 
after I left in the morning and instead was 
happy to be in the same room with Kitty. 

If Kitty did not feel good, you could bet 
Elsa would be right with her. Now the tables 
were turned and Kitty was with Elsa. She did 
not respond to commands and when the 
mailman rang the bell, she would not go to 
the door to retrieve the mail. We decided to 
make an appointment with the vet. 

After an examination, the vet told us that 
Elsa had lost her hearing and was now deaf. 

‘After all,” she said, “Elsa is quite old and 
in human terms, she is approaching 90 years 
old.” 

When I would take her for a walk, she 
might go along for a few minutes, then find 
a comfortable patch of lawn and park her¬ 
self We would walk a few more minutes and 
then she would turn around and head for 
home, dragging me along. 

Many of our friends and family were con¬ 
stantly asking about Elsa’s health and telling 
us how much they miss her vigorous athleti¬ 
cism with tennis balls. We noted that now 


when Elsa would rest under the lilac bush, 
not only would our cat Tiger be close by, but 
also the neighbor’s three cats sur¬ 
rounded her. 

A year or so later, after three 
surgeries on her nose, and not 
much of a recovery, I went down 
one morning to change Tiger’s lit¬ 
ter box. I found our cat dead. 

Elsa wandered the house from 
room to room and then out in the 
yard looking for her friend Tiger. 

Shortly after the loss of Tiger, 
Elsa was having trouble finding 
her way around the house. She 
was bumping into walls, could 
not find doorways, and missing steps when 
climbing onto the porch. 

Again, after a visit to the vet, we found 
that Elsa had lost her eyesight. Returning 
home, Elsa had trouble standing up. At first 
we thought it might be the polished kitchen 
floor, but after we put down a carpet, she 
still could not stand. 

In a few days, we were traveling to Ohio 
for the wedding of our son Joseph to Valerie. 

Kitty said to me, “Jay, Elsa has lived a long 
and joyous life. She certainly cannot enjoy 
her life as it is now. Let me call the SPCA and 
her vet and put her down.” 

The vet agreed and Kitty took Elsa there 
and returned with Elsa’s ashes in a marble 
urn. I made a box for the urn and dug a grave 
under the lilac bush. We marked the site 
with an attractive white stone the was on 
our site at the Stafford Springs campground. 
Elsa loved to lie near it. 

A few years later we elected to leave 
Springfield for a condo in Agawam. Our chil¬ 
dren were helping us to pack. Kitty called to 
Joseph, “Joe, please dig up Elsa, we’re taking 
her with us.” He had no idea what we were 
talking about, but we explained and he did 
it. 

When we moved in, we dug a grave for 
Elsa near the front door of our new home, 
and placed the white stone as a marker. A fit¬ 
ting memorial to a wonderful pet and friend 
to all.

County sheriff details local service in 2014 


Though county sheriffs have no patrol function in Mas¬ 
sachusetts — unlike in many other states — the Hampden 
sheriff’s Law Enforcement Division contributed 919 hours of 
service to local towns last year, according to Sheriff Michael 
Ashe Jr. 

“We all know that in sports a winning team has good re¬ 
serve players on the bench, waiting to enter the game and 
contribute when they are called on,” Ashe said in a state¬ 
ment. “Our Law Enforcement Division deserves a TOth 
player award’ for its excellence in being a valuable and val¬ 
ued contributor to the law enforcement team whenever and 
wherever needed.” 

The sheriff’s primary duty is administering and operat¬ 
ing the county jails and houses of correction, but the Law 
Enforcement Division of the Hampden County Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment assists police departments in the county’s 23 cit¬ 
ies and towns with traffic safety details and special events, 
when invited to do so. 

The Sheriff’s Department Law Enforcement Division has 
41 active law enforcement deputies who performed 150 as¬ 
signments last year, totaling 919 hours of service to Hamp¬ 
den County communities. This service was performed in 
coordination with the following partnering towns and po¬ 
lice departments: East Longmeadow, Granville, Hampden, 
Longmeadow, Monson, Palmer, Southwick, Wilbraham and 
the Massachusetts State Police.

served as emcee. She introduced members 
of event leadership team who made brief 
presentations about some of the activities 
occurring before and during the overnight 
Relay. According to lacolo, the kickoff is a 
“celebration of what we’ve done and what 
we’re going to do.” 

It also was an opportunity to recognize 
individuals, especially cancer survivors and 
caregivers, who contributed to the success of 
the 2014 Relay, which raised nearly $100,000. 
Top fundraising individuals and teams were 
honored with certificates. 

A new incentive to help the Relay reach 
its 2015 goal of $85,000 was also announced 
at the kickoff Called “Relay Bucks,” the in¬ 
centive provides rewards for such things as 
meeting fund-raising goals or reaching a cer¬ 
tain level for members on a team. 

“It’s a fun way to help challenge teams 
and motivate people,” said lacolo. “The Relay 
has a serious cause — fighting cancer — but 
it’s also about celebrating life and inspiring 
people to help us continue our fight.” 

Another change for this year’s Relay, 
the theme of which is ’’Building Hope,” is a 
change of venue. The Relay moves to Aga¬ 
wam’s School Street Park for the May 15 and 
16 event. In addition, it’s expanding from a 
16-hour Relay to an 18-hour Relay, a “Heri¬ 
tage” Relay. 

“Many Relays run for 24 hours,” said la¬ 


colo. “Our Relay is not at that point yet, but 
a Heritage designation by ACS puts us much 
closer.” 

One of the most emotional parts of the 
event was a speech given by cancer survivor 
Patti Phillips. She shared her vision of hope 
as she recalled her battle with Hodgkin’s dis¬ 
ease more than 40 years ago. 

‘A cancer diagnosis is a scary, life-chang¬ 
ing experience,” said Phillips — just 25 when 
she was diagnosed. “Going through the ra¬ 
diation treatments was an ordeal.” Looking 
back, she said it would have been reassuring 
if there had been a cancer support group. “I 
Relay to raise funds for research and to help 
rally support for those with cancer.” 

Phillips’ talk touched a chord with Wild- 
man, who was a few years older than Phillips 
when she was diagnosed: “It struck me that 
her message was one of hope — that younger 
people who get cancer can go on to survive.” 

Melinda Thomas, who recently was hired 
as an ACS Relay specialist to work with the 
Relay in Agawam, called the event “inspir¬ 
ing” and “energetic.” She added that partici¬ 
pants “left with a renewed sense of purpose 
and lots of enthusiasm” for this year’s Relay. 

The event leadership team meets with 
team captains on the second Thursday of 
each month at 6 p.m. in Agawam Senior 
Center. The next meeting is Feb. 12.

Broadcasting 24 hours a day, seven days a week, WLCQ 
operates with a contemporary Christian music format that 
delivers a “message of hope and encouragement,” said Nate 
Thomas, station manager. 

The station was founded by and is owned by the Light¬ 
house Christian Center (LCC), which runs the church where 
the stations studio, transmitter, and antenna are located. 
WLCQ has the potential to reach 400,000 listeners, but, ac¬ 
cording to Thomas and the Nielsen ratings, which measure 
audience size, it actually has between 25,000 and 30,000 lis¬ 
teners weekly. 

Thomas said listenership and support has grown since 
the station first went on the air. tie attributes that growth to 
station personnel interacting with the community. 

“Our heart is really to serve the community where we 
live,” said Thomas. “We’re constantly involved in the commu¬ 
nity covering various events and we serve as a resource for 
our community’ 

Listeners often will reach out and contact the station 
about an event, which also may be posted on the station’s 
website, theQ997.com. During the spring and summer, the 
station is on location throughout the area, including visits to 
various churches that offer summer vacation bible schools. 

Local content 

The station plays music from artists such as Jeremy 
Camp, Casting Crowns, Third Day, Toby Mac and Chris Tom¬ 
lin. Tiowever, almost everything that’s broadcast “is locally- 
generated content,” said Thomas, who also co-hosts one of 
the station’s morning shows. “We air a weekend show that 
is a national countdown of the top songs in contemporary 
Christian music, but other than that, it’s all local.” 

Thomas has worked in radio broadcasting since he was in 
college, tie’s been with WLCQ for nearly seven years. Previ¬ 
ously he worked at WHYN-AM and -PM in Springfield and 
WKSS-PM (“Kiss 95.7”) in Hartford, as well as radio stations 
in California and Tennessee. 

“Many stations today are owned by big media companies 
and that local feel is lost. They can’t serve their communities 
as well as our station can,” said Thomas, who has called Aga¬ 
wam home since he was 10. 

He added that satellite radio. Pandora Internet Radio, and 
iTunes Radio give listeners many more choices, but don’t of¬ 
fer “real personalities that listeners can relate to.” 

Thomas said he and the station’s several other on-air per¬ 
sonalities talk about local happenings — something satellite 
radio and the others can’t. “There’s a connection between us 
and our listeners,” added Leslie Prieto, Thomas’s morning co¬ 
host. 

One of the station’s regular features, “The Drive Thru Dif¬ 
ference,” encourages listeners to give back to their commu¬ 
nity by paying for the order of the person behind them in a 
drive-through fast food lane. The station’s website has a form 
for listeners to print and give to the cashier. 

“It’s just a small way to share God’s love with a complete 
stranger,” said Thomas. “We’ve had many stories of people’s 
lives being impacted just through this simple act of kind¬ 
ness.” 

Donors sustain station 

The station relies primarily on donations from listeners. 
They help sustain the cost of running the station by making 
monthly donations, gifts of support, or by contributing dur¬ 
ing pledge drives.

“We have always been run as a community radio station 
that is listener-supported,” said Thomas. “Some support us 
through their business — and the LCC allows us to recognize 
those local businesses on the air as supporting the station.” 

The 99.7 frequency was the only signal available from the 
Lederal Communications Commission (LCC) for a nonprofit 
organization in the heeding Hills-Agawam area when the 
station applied for its operating license. No other station had 
previously broadcast on that frequency, but it took several 
years to get LCC approval. 

The station’s studio and transmitter are currently located 
in the basement of what was originally St. David’s Episco¬ 
pal Church at the intersection of Cleveland and Springfield 
streets. When it went on the air, the station shared offices 
with the LCC, which holds its church services upstairs. 

Two years ago, the station’s offices — where its five full¬ 
time employees and some volunteers work — moved from 
sharing offices with the church to the second floor of a pro¬ 
fessional building in a Walnut Street shopping plaza. 

The studio may soon move to Walnut Street as well. The 
transmitter and antenna, on the church roof, will still be in 
Leeding Hills. Moving the antenna would affect the station’s 
signal and could interfere with another station’s broadcasts. 

The station is also in the process of transferring owner¬ 
ship from LCC and creating its own nonprofit organization 
with a board of community leaders. Thomas said the change 
will give listeners a chance to take real ownership of the sta¬ 
tion: “This will ensure that the station continues to be about 
our community’’

He is going for a secure and efficient process the second time 
around. 

“I think it is important when you are being funded by 
someone else,” said Del Negro. “There’s too much other peo¬ 
ple’s money’ involved in this project for it to have distractions 
and we need to be professional.” 

Del Negro said during the Aiming of “Blood Reservoir,” 
people would just show up on set. 

“They would be a fan of one of the actors on 
Lacebook,” said Del Negro. “They would see the ac¬ 
tor tag themselves in a particular location where 
we are Aiming. Then they would show up on set.” 
Del Negro told a story of one individual who came to his 
home while he was working with the actors, having dinner 
and planning the following day’s Aiming. 

“This time around, no one is allowed to text or update 
their status of our locations,” said Del Negro. 

Lurther, Del Negro would then get messages from people 
asking to be involved with the movie or seeking other types of 
jobs as a part of the crew. The ban, Del Negro hopes, will elim¬ 
inate these types of distractions during the next three weeks. 
The ban applies to all working on the next production. Del 
Negro said the paranormal movie will be Aimed at a private 


home in Western Massachusetts. The home is a closed loca¬ 
tion. 

Del Negro is hoping to keep his momentum going. “Blood 
Reservoir” did well with a limited release in movie theaters 
on Halloween. He has one more project planned in 2015, and 
a project scheduled for 2016. The 2016 movie will be Aimed 
in Llorida. All three projects have funding, and Del Negro is 
working on more scripts. 

Del Negro also said he could do a second release of “Blood 
Reservoir” by adding some new scenes to the movie. Blood 
Reservoir will be on Amazon Instant Video soon. 

‘As long as you own the rights and have a distribution 
contract, you can add more scenes to a movie and release it 
again,” said Del Negro. ‘“Star Wars’ has been re-released many 
times.” 

Del Negro says he will working on horror-type movies for 
his next three projects, but hopes to branch off into comedy 
and dramas in the future. 

“Once you do one horror movie,” said Del Negro, “the 
powers that be want more. I want to break into comedy and 
dramas, but for now I need to focus on what is already paid 
for.”
